DETROIT, April 5 (AP).—Pro-

ork of Ford Motor Co. plants 
‘was halted today by a CIO strike 
as completely as were the opera- 
tions pf General Motors and Chrys- 
ler corporations during the 1937 
gitdowns of the same union. 

The strike of the United Auto- 
mobile Workers (CIO) at Ford's 
Dearborn River Rouge plant, larg- 
est industrial unit in the world 
and key production cog of the 
company, forced the firm yester- 
day to order closing of its assem- 
Diy, parts and branch producers 
in 41 other communities through- 
ut the country including St. Louis. 

Suppliers from whom the com- 


| pany said it has purcliased $11, 


000,000 worth of material weekly 
since Jan. 1 were notified to stop 
further shipments. 

200,000 Men Idle. 

Ford company spokesmen said 
118,000 of its production workers 
have been made idle by the strike. 
Additional thousands of non-pro- 
duction employes and workers in 
plants supplying Ford production 
lines were estimated to bring the 
strike to 
200,000. 

About 1500 production workers 
still are in the Rouge plant, afraid 
to come out, according to a Fed- 
eral conciliator, despite union as- 

rances they would aot be 
barmed, 

Charges by Ray Roush, Rouge 
plant superintendent, that strik- 
ers had caused $100,000 damage by 
“deliberate breakage of tool and 
die parts vital in aircraft produc- 
tion” brought quick denials from 
union officers, who invited an of- 
ficial investigation. 

There were reports that John 8. 
Bugas, agent in charge of the 
Detroit office of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, had visited 
he Rouge plant, but he declined 

) confirm the reports and had no 
comment upon the possibility that 
the F. B. I might make an in- 
vestigation.

Drown Selves in Suicide 
Agreement After Vessels

BELGRADE, April 5 (AP).— 
Despondent because their ships 
were sunk by secretly-sown Yugo- 
slav mines, the captains of the

40 DEAD IN 200 CASES 
OF TYPHUS IN MADRID 


Sanitary Measures Ordered 
to Halt Outbreak; Disease Like 
That in World War. 
MADRID, April 5 (AP).—Span- 
ish authorities imposed rigid sani- 
tation measures today in an ef- 
fort to stem an outbreak of typhus 
which «has stricken at least 200 
persons in Madrid and caused at 

least 40 deaths. 

The disease was identified as ex- 
anthematous (erurtive) typhus, 
marked by headaches, high fever 
and spotty rash. Officials said 
it is similar to the disease that 
took many lives in some armies 
during the World War, particu- 
larly the Russian, where a mil- 
lion cases were reported.

Germans Massing More 


Troops—Cabinet Holds 
| Urgent Session — War 
Just a Matter of Days or 
Hours, Diplomat Says. 


BELGRADE, April 5 (AP).— 
Yugoslav relations with Germany 
deteriorated swiftly today and the 
Balkan kingdom appeared on the 
verge of war. 

Government circles declared 
gravely that the “zero hour’ had 
arrived and a neutral diplomat 
with close Government connections 
asserted “the diplomatic stage has 
ended,” with the “new stage” just 
a matter of days or hours away, 
Yugoslavia’s frontiers with Ger- 
many and Italy and Nazi-dominat- 
ed Hungary, Bulgaria and Ru- 
mania were closed. 

The air force kept up a constant 
patrol of the Northern and East- 
ern frontiers. 

Premier Gen, Dusan Simovic or- 
dered the Government to be ready 
to quit the capital. Belgrade is only 
50 miles from the German-held 
Rumanian frontier. 

(The Hungarian official news 
agency said in Budapest that 
Yugoslavia had suspended all 
Danube River traffic in the sec- 
tion fronting Yugoslav jter#itory.) 

Cabinet in Urgent Session. 

An extraordinary session. of -the 
Yugoslav Cabinet, which lasted 
four and a half hours, ended early 
this morning and a semiofficial 
Source said that “the critical for- 
eign question” had been discussed. 
Some quarters said a statement 
might be forthcoming today. 

Telephone connections with Bul- 
garia and Rumania were severed. 
It was difficult to get callg through 
to Germany and Italy and only 
diplomatic calls were accepted for 
Hungary. 

Squadrons of . Yugoslav fighter 
planes roared over Belgrade short- 
ly after noon and héaded toward 
the Hungarian border, where Adolf 
Hitler is reported to have massed 
huge Nazi forces. This was said 
to be the most likely explosion 
point. 

(The London radio in a broéad- 
cast heard in New York said Yugo- 
slav anti-aircraft batteries fired on 
a number of unidentified planes 
early today when they crossed the 
Yugoslav-German border. No de-

AFTER QUESTIONING 


Incident Considered Breach 
of Courtesy—Nazi Police 
Hint at Reprisal for Ship 
Seizure. 


WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP).— 
The United States awaited today 
an explanation from the German 
Government of the arrest of an 
American clerk in the embassy at 
Berlin, the latest in a growing list 
of incidents accompanying a steady 


deterioration in German-American 
relations. 

Secretary of State Hull ordered 
representations made to the Ger- 
man Foreign Office after dis- 
closure that Stewart Herman, an 
Embassy employe, had been de- 
tained “apparently without prior 
notification or explanation to the 
Embassy.” 

Although Herman was released 
after several hours’ questioning, 
officials here were understood to 
consider his arrest a breach of the 
diplomatic courtesy existing be- 
tween officially friendly nations, 
and important as an index to the 
German Government’s attitude to- 
ward the United States. 

When Herman and six other 
Americans — al] since released — 
were arrested, the German police 
admitted that their action “might 
have some connection” with re- 
prisals for the Coast Guard's seiz- 
ure of two German merchant ships 
in United States porte after dis- 
covery of a widespread sabotage 

lot. 

. There is no doubt in informed 
quarters that Germany’s antag- 
onism stems primarily from Amer- 
ican aid to Britain and encourage- 
ment of other threatened nations 


to resist Nazi aggression. 
seizure of German 


ships, detention of Nazi crews on 


immigration and sabotage charges, 
and Secretary Hull’s flat rejection 
of German protests, together with 
the cumulative effect of numerous 
preceding incidents, have further 
embittered Nazi feelings. 

However, diplomatic circles here 
express doubt that Germany plans 
any very drastic action in the im- 
mediate future. 

The Italian Embassy notified 
the State Department that it had 
received instructions from the For- 
eign Office in Rome to close the 
Italian consulates at Detroit and 
Newark, N. J. 

The United States requested 
Italy March 5 to close the consu- 
jlates, at the same time notifying 
Rome it would—as requested by 
Italy—close American consulates 
at Naples and Palermo. 


Circumstances in Arrest of Embas- 
sy Olerk, Who Is a Pastor. 

BERLIN, April 5 (AP).—The 
Rev. Stewart Herman, questioned 
by police Thursday, was eating 
breakfast when officers arrived at 
his home and said he was wanted 
at the station. 

They waited while he finished 
breakfast and allowed him to tele- 
phone the United States Embassy. 

At the police station he showed 
his diplomatic pass from which 
data was taken. Then he was al- 
lowéd to leave. He was not 
searched or imprisoned and was 
free long before 11 o'clock. 

Herman is pastor of the Ameri- 
ean Church of Berlin and also is 
employed in the embassy's foreign 
section, having to do with British, 
French and Belgian nationals’ af- 
fairs in Germany.

Firm Head Dies at Prise Fight. 

NEW YORK, April 5 (AP). — 
Armand J. P. Vandermyn, presi- 
dent of the Mission Dry Corpora- 
tion of Los Angeles, died last night, 
apparently of a heart attack, while 
watching the Nova-Baer fight in 
Madison Square Garden. He was 


55 years old. 
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threatened strikers with knives.

Capizzi, counsel for the Ford Co., 
testified that “certain members” 
of the Detroit office of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board “are 
either Communists,” members of 
Red front organizations, or fellow 
travelers." He appeared at a 
Labor Board hearing to request 
dismissal of petitions for elections 
to select bargaining representa- 
tives for the 80,000 employes at the 
Rouge plant. 

His reference to Communistic in- 
fluences was termed “cheap buf- 
foonery” by Maurice Sugar, coun- 
sel for the UAW. 

“We are not going to consent to 
do business with subversive 
groups,” declared Capizzi, referring 
to suggestions for a consent elec- 
tion. 

“You are going to do business 
with the CIO,” replied Sugar. 

Federal Conciliator James F. 
Dewey said the situation last night 
was “more hopeful” and arranged 
to renew separate meetings with 
company and union representatives 
today. 

Workers Refuse to Leave. 


Accompanied by Oscar G. Olan- 
der, State Police Commissioner 
whose uniformed men have pa- 
troled the Rouge plant gates since 
violent outbreaks Wednesday, 
Dewey drove in a cold drizzle last 
night to the plant in a futile at- 
tempt to persuade the production 
workers inside the factory to leave, 

About 60 workers heeded Dewey’s 
appeal and left in two busses, but 
the ers stayed. 

As Dewey came out from the 
main plant gate, he said, “There's 
a very bad attitude in there.” 

Before the conciliator went to 
the plant, he said the men were 
“afraid to come out for fear of 
being beaten up,” and that a great 
many were “armed with weapons 
they made themselves.” Dewey 
said the union “absolutely guaran- 
teed” that any leaving would be 
unmolested. . 

Michael F. Widman Jr., UAW-

Put Off Until Tuesday

The Board of Aldermen, which 
had scheduled its last meeting of 
the fiscal and legislative year 
1940-41 for today, changed its 
plans at the request of City 
Counselor Edgar H. Wayman, and 
adjourned to meet at noon Tues- 
day. Whether that will be the last 
meeting is not certain... The new 
board, with a majority of 15 Re- 
publican ward members and a Re- 
publican president, Michael J. 
Hart, will hold its first session 
April 15, the day of former Judge 
William Dee Becker’s inauguration 
as Mayor. § 

. The City Counselor’s request for 
another meeting was made  be- 
cause of pending negotiations be- 
tween the city and the National 
Park Service as to vacating streets 
and alleys and removal of public 
utility poles in the riverfront na- 
tional park area. 

Hopeful of. Settlement. 

Wayman went to Washington 
recently to discuss with the Park 
Service officials a plan for dis- 
tribution of the costs entailed by 
the street and alley vacations. He 
asked that the Aldermen defer 
their adjournment, in the hope 
that a settlement may be intro- 
duced into the pending~ vdcation 
measure in time for passage Tues- 
day, or later in the week. 

The board today passed a bill in- 
troduced at the request of two réal 
estate firms, attaching the name 
of Sherwood Square to the inter- 
section of McPherson and New- 
stead avenues. Lafge apartment 
houses are on three corners and 
smaller apartments on the fourth 
corner at this intersection, and the 
real estate firms, Giraldin Bros.

“The 
board, after such an appeal is 
filed, is directed to investigate the 
|case and is empowered to subpena 
witnesses, order production of rec- 
ords and take testimony under 
oath. 

“If the board finds that the em- 
ploye was discharged for political 
or religious reasons, then the board 
must direct the. department head 
to reinstate the employe. If the 
employe is not reinstated, he would 
have an almost perfect damage 
suit against the city of St. Louis.”

Since the Democratic adminis- 
tration discharged city employes 
at will during the last eight years 
under the charter provision “with 
or without cause,” including whole- 
sale firings by Mayor Dickmann in 
1935 when a faction in the Demo- 
cratic party turned against him, 
the Republicans are ready, if nec- 
essary, to prefer formal charges 
against Tracy as head of the Ef- 
ficiency ’ Board. 

The charges would allege viola- 
tion of the same charter provision 
which Tracy now seeks to uphold. 
The Republicans feel that the 
hearing would result in consider- 
able embarrassment to Tracy and 
the administration in general. 

Tracy's attempt to entrench 
himself in his job is regarded by 
the Republicans as a “stall” to pre- 
vent firings of a wholesale man- 
ner until after Sept. 16, when the 
merit system bill “freezing in” ex- 
isting city employes will be voted 
on.

ern drug plant. A mandatory factory permit and } 


inspection system, which was proposed but defeated 
in Congress, might have kept the tablets off the 
market. The Food and Drug Administration points 
out that the manufacturer, the Winthrop Chemical 
Co. of New York, delayed in notifying Washington 
of the error, after it had been discovered last Decem- 
ber, but sought to recover the tablets by its own 
efforts. The firm, it is clear, made a serious mis- 
take in not soufiding the alarm immediately. 
Congress has a responsibility, and so have manu- 
facturers, in acting to prevent more such tragedies 
as these. No further warnings should be necessary 
to obtain amendment of the cosmetic law, and the 
strictest of vigilance by all manufacturers in these 
fields. 
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AN IMPORTANT TAX CASE BEGUN. 


A most important tax test case was started when 


the Federal Treasury sent tax deficiency notices to 
seven holders’ of bonds of the Port of New York 
Authority. As soon as the bondholders appeal, con- 
tending that their income from this source is ex- 
empt from the Federal income tax under tax prece- 
dents, the old issue of tax exemption for income 
from securities of various units of Government will 
again be on its way to the United States Supreme 
Court. ‘ 

A series of decisions over the last two to three years 
indicates that the Supreme Court is literally waiting 
for a chance to uphold reciprocal taxing of Govern- 
ment securities by the Federal and state taxing pow- 
ers. A case which arose from the same Poit of New 
York Authority resulted in 1938 in a decision giving 


the Federal Treasury the right to tax the salaries} 


of persons employed by local and state governments. 

These tax immunities, if they ever were justified, 
have long since lost that justification. The last 
vestiges of them should and will disappear in the 
national defense emergency. 
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AN ENTHUSIASTIC ANTI-WAR MEETING. 

It was a large and enthusiastic audience that 
packed the Opera House of Municipal Auditorium 
last night and gave éarnest attention to ex-Gov. 
Philip La Follette and John T. Flynn, the dis- 
tinguished speakers and sincere patriots brought to 
St. Louis by the America First Committee. 

These two men stated with powerful arguments 
the urgent necessity for keeping America out of the 
European war. The Wisconsin liberal pointed out 
the dangerous political aspects of American involve- 
ment, and the deadly blow it would deal to freedom. 
The noted economist told of the huge cost in money, 
resources and men. Both deflated the fantastic 
statements and calamitous predictions constantly 
being made by advocates of participation. 

These arguments and these sentiments are those 
of the great majority of Americans, the 83 per cent 
who oppose entry into the European war. Yet they 
have been heard all too rarely in the public forum 
as the great decision is weighed. The opponents of 
war have simply not had the organization for mak- 
ing their thoughts known and their influence felt, 
while their opponents for 18 months or longer have 
held the center of the stage. 

The America First Committee performed a patri- 
otic service in providing this opportunity for in- 
forming the public of the ‘St. Louis area and for 
giving the great majority a chance to make its feel- 
ings known.

fense industries has been exaggerated by 
Many persons, there is no doubt that the 
problem of strikes is a serious one. 

The problem is a very difficult one. Al- 
though labor in defense industries is doing 
work which is essential to national defense, 
it is not working for the Government, but, 
for private corporations which are engaged 
in business for profit. Disputes between 
such employers and their employes as to 
the ‘proportion of the employer's total re- 
ceipts which shall be paid out in wages, 
as well as disputes as to other conditions 
of employment, are bound to occur. 

When they do occur, labor has no choice 
(in the absence of mediation or arbitration) 
except to surrender or to put pressure on 
the employer by a refusal to continue at 
work. An attempt to deal with labor dis- 
putes in defense industries simply by out- 
lawing strikes would—if it could be en- 
forced—weaken labor's position to such a 
degree as to cause grave injustice and bit- 
ter and justifiable resentment. 

If we are to eliminate strikes, we must 
find means by which labor’s claims will be 
given a fair hearing before some body or 
bodies which are more impartial than 
labor’s employers. The problem of setting 
up adequate machinery for that purpose 
involves an understanding of what the 
commoner causes of labor disputes are— 
for labor disputes are. of yaried types and 
it is a mistake to assume that the same 
methods will be suited to all of them. 

The establishment of the new National 
Defense Mediation Board is not an attempt 
to deal with the whole subject of labor 
disputes. The board is to act only after 


other efforts, including those of the Com- 


missioners of Conciliation of the Depart- 
ment of Labor, have failed. There is much 
that can be accomplished to prevent dis- 
putes from reaching that stage. 

. * * 

In many cases in which disputes exist, the 
plant is being operated under an existing 
agreement. There are disputes -as to 
whether one or the other party is living up 
to the terms of the agreement, and disputes 
as to the extent to which the agreement 
should be modified when it expires, 


often involve the issue of recognition of the 
union, perhaps with an additional contro- 
versy over wages and working conditions. 
The National Labor Relations Act guaran- 
tees labor the right to organize, to bargain 
with the employer through representatives 
of labor’s own choosing, and to be pro- 
tected against certain anti-union activites. 

* Questions arising under this act are often 
complicated and, since legal rights are in- 
volved, the employer hag-the right to appeal 
to the courts. Such lengthy legal battles 
lead to impatience on the part of labor, par- 
ticularly where it believes that the rights 
which the statute guarantees it have been 
violated and that the appeal is a deliberate 
effort to keep labor out of its enjoyment of 
its legal rights as long as possible. 

The situation ig one for which it is not 
easy to find a solution,’ but in many cases 
the Labor Relations Board can do a good 
deal to alleviate the tension by the prompt 
holding of an election to determine whether 
the union is the authorized representative 
of a majority of the employes,

Although disputes arising out of labor’s 
attempt to assert its rights under the 
NLRA are a very serious cause of friction 
in a few important cases, the overwhelming 
majority of labor disputes are not concerned 
with legal rights but with the inability of 
the parties to agree on terms on which they 
are willing to work together. . 

Government mediators have thus far been 
able to settle most of these disputes in short 
order Ofce their services have been invoked. 
The President's executive order establish- 
ing the National Mediation Board calls upon 
employers and employes in defense indus- 
tries to furnish the Department of Labor 
and the Office of Production Management 
“sufficient advance notice of any threatened 
interruptions to continuous production as 

permit exploration of all avenues of 
possible settlement of such controversies so 
as to avoid strikes, stoppages or lockouts.” 

With this prospect that mediation by 
these agencies will begin at.an earlier stage 
in future disputes, the country has taken a 
long step forward in the establishment of 
more effective methods of assuring that 
stoppages of work will be prevented. 

No doubt there are many who feel that 
the' new machinery ought to be supple- 
mented by some form of compulsion, that 
what is needed is compulsory arbitration, 
or at least a compulsory “cooling” or wait- 
ing period, during which strikes are de- 
clared illegal. Compulsory arbitration has 
not been a success where it has been tried. 

It has, however, been asserted that, even 
though compulsory arbitration would be 
unlikely to be successful, a compulsory wait- 
ing period should be established. But many 
of those who have most experience with 
labor problems believe that this objective 
is more likely to be attained by seeking the 
voluntary co-operation than by a statutory 
prohibition that would be difficult to enforce. 

It will not contribute to the success of 
‘the defense efforts to arouse the fears of 
labor that defense is being used as an ex- 
cuse for depriving labor of hard-won rights.

But 14,408 customers who had paid $31,201 dollars to get a gander at 
Handsome Billy gave the finish a rousing round of boos. 


sion announced that Barlund’s 
share of the purse temporarily was 
held up pending an investigation 
into Barlund’s failure to put up a 
better fight. 

In fact, the bout itself was of 
interest only occasionally and the 
build-up .of Billy was not en- 
hanced greatly by his showing. Joe 
Louis can sleep peacefully at 
nights until next June, as far as 
the. Conn bout is concerned. 

Billy’s physical build-up into a 
heavyweight appears to have 
slumped, as he weighed only 178 
pounds, 16% pounds less,than the 
28-year-old Finnish warrior. Bar- 
lund himself was battered when he 
entered the ring, showing a bruise 
as big as a-silver dollar under his 
left eye and a patch on his right 
eyebrow. 

Crowd Boos Both Boxers. 

The Gunnar forced the fighting 
throughout the show, which, for 
two rounds; saw. Billy dancing 
away, shooting lefts as he went. 
In the third he began to open up 
and cuffed and slashed at his op- 
ponent, landing frequently but 
failing to drop the Gunnar to the 
canvas. 

In the later rounds, Conn gave 
a convincing exhibition of skill 
and speed, scoring frequently with 
both hands, and shaking up Bar- 
lund with full-power uppercuts. 
But Barlund remained erect and 
kept boring in, beating a tattoo on 
Conn’s body now and then. But 
on several occasions the fighting 
was so uninteresting the crowd 
booed. 

In the seventh, Gunnar’s eye be- 
gan to bleed, but not seriously, it 
seemed to ringsiders. He was still 
charging in and seemed to be as 
strong as ever, although his - face 
was smeared with blood. 

The stopping of the fight came 
as a surprise to the crowd, al- 
though the referee had warned 
Barlund at the end of the seventh 
that he would have ‘to do more 
fighting or he would end the show. 
Damski saved him the trouble by 
refusing to let his man continue. 

“Damski” (Barlund’s manager), 
Ross said after the fight, “told me 
that his man had had enough. He 
said he was outclassed and could 
not continue, that his eyelid was 
dreadfully cut and that other old 
cuts probably would have opened 
up had Gunnar continued.” 

The fight showed that Conn 
while he’s a lively stepper and a 
nifty go-away boxer, lacks power 
to seriously damage a stout foe. 

He has failed to increase his 
weight materially and will be at a 
disadvantage of 25 pounds when he 
battles the champion. 

While he has beaten eight op- 
ponents, they were not of high 
class. Previous heavyweight vic- 
tims include Gus Dorazio, Henry 
Cooper, Bob Pastor, Al McCoy, 
Lee Savold, Ira Hughes and Don 
Hassett. 

Not in Louis’ Class. 

On his showing in Chicago Conn 
doesn’t belong in the same league 
with Louis as a puncher, although 
he may be hard for anybody to 
catch when he starts his Parthian 
style of fighting. 

On the card was a i171-pound 
Negro fighter named Booker Beck- 
with from Gary, Ind. It was 
probably well for Billy Conn that 
he wasn't paired with this fight- 
er, for he might have caught «a 
real tartar. 

Beckwith knocked out a splen- 
did looking tan colored Negro 
named Altus Allen in the second 
round, with a remarkable display 
of skill, generalship and punch, 
This boy is sure to be heard from 
as he is not only a fine boxer but a 
knockout puncher. He seemed 
easily the outstanding fighter of 
the entire card.

THERE IS NO need for threats. 
There is no telling what the cir- 
cumstances under which the threat 
is to operate are to be. Conditions 
may be so different that the threat 
appears impractical, its enforce- 
ment impossible. Children do not 
look ahead to consequences of be- 
havior very much.They usually live 
in the present moment and all 
memory, or meaning of the threat, 
is lost in the activity and interest 
of the time, The threat does not 
work, and yet it has been uttered, 
and the child has heard it. If it 
is not enforced he learns it is no 
more than an idle word. If it is 
enforced he learns that it is stupid 
and unjust most of the time. 
Either way it does not work. 

It is better to teach a child to 
obey by offering him the best kind 
of experiences in obedience. By 
the best kind I mean those that 
teach him that obedience makes 
him safer, more comfortable, hap- 
pier. Experiences that teach him 
that his parents’ orders are given 
for his own sake, not theirs, are 
most effective in teaching obedi- 
ence. > 

When it is time for action 
against disobedience, act without 
delay. Don’t threaten beforehand. 
Wait for the time action is needed, 
then act intelligently, without tem- 
per, without fear, in the child’s in- 
terest.

Folded-Over Cards 


By Emily Post 


UJ dred subjects in my office 
files are questions which for 
one reason or another have been 
omitted from this column but are 
kept because a time might come 
when they would be of use. Today 
by chance, I happened to notice 
a bulging compartment marked 
“Customers’ Complaints.” This col- 
lection includes all sorts of buying 
and selling and merchandising 
angles—and even though the last 
thing I want to do, ever, is to 
write anything that may discour- 
age the sales in the stores, it seems 
to me that it would bé more fair, 
not only to the customers but to 
the stores, to print occasional criti- 
cisms of things easily corrected. At 
least I am wondering if the store 
owners might not agree. 

For example, I have received 
almost 200 complaints against the 
popular-priced stationers in big 
cities who continue (in spite of 

) to sell folded-over cards 
(called “informals’”’) with no ad- 
dress! In a small town where one 
meets few strangers and where one 
is rarely in doubt about anyone’s 
address, the following criticism 
may not apply.

Onion Pudding | 


Five small onions, sliced thin; 
two tablespoons butter, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one egg, slightly 
beaten; one-half cup evaporated 
milk, three-fourths cup all-purpose 
flour, one-fourth teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon baking powder, one table- 
spoon shortening, one egg, slightly 
beaten, one-fourth cup milk. 

Saute onion in melted butter un-' 
til soft and yellow (five to eight 
minutes). Add one-half teaspoon 
salt and cool slightly. Combine 
one beaten egg with the evaporat- 
ed milk and add to onions. Sift 
flour, measure, and resift with one- 
fourth teaspoon salt and baking 
powder. Cut in shortening to size 
of small peas. Combine egg and 
milk and turn all at once into dry 
ingredients and stir until well 
combined. Spread in a greased 
baking dish (six by 10 inches) and 
bake, uncovered, in a hot oven 
(425 degrees) for 30 minutes, or 
until well browned, Four serv- 
ings.

Declarer then 
cashed the spade queen, overtook 
the jack, and cashed dummy’s re- 
maining spade trick in order to 
discard the nine of diamonds from 
his own hand. 

He then led a diamond from 
dummy and, when East played low, 
went into a huddle. After pro- 
longed thought (which unfortu- 
nately turned out to be futile) he 
played the ten. West pounced on 
the trick with the jack. A club 
return made declarer ruff once 
more, and now, since dummy could 
not be re-entered, the setting trick 
had to be conceded to East’s dia- 
mond king. 

Declarer loudly bewailed the tact 
that he had “guessed the diamond 
suit wrong,” and pointed out that 
the play of the queen instead of 
the ten would have brought home 
the contract. That, of course, was 
true, but at that stage of the pro- 
ceedings he was faced with a sheer 
guess. The fact is that he had over- 
looked the true “percentage play” 
in this situation. He should have 
realized that it would do him no 
good to discard.a diamond on one 
of dummy’s spades, and that it 
would be immeasurably safer ‘to 
overtake both of his own spade 
honors in order to try successive 
diamond finesses. This plan would 
fail only if both diamond honors 
lay over him, or if his first dia- 
mond finesse lost to the singleton 
jack. The recommended line of 
play would gain in a great many 
cases because it would “take the 
guess out of the situation.” 

It is very nice, indeed, to be able 
to discard a loser, but this does not 
hold true when such a discard in- 
terferes with a better line of play.
